vard Warm Spring today to observe 
i "third Thanksgiving" with patients 
it the infantile paralysis foundation 
there.

He reaches his “other home” this 
afternoon, and tonight will preside 
over a belated Thanksgiving dinner 
attended by 300 patients, former 
patients and their families.

The President had intended going 
to Warm Springs for Thanksgiving 
dinner on Nov. 2ir The “captive” 
coal mine strike and intensified dip­
lomatic conversations with Japan 
kept him in Washington. He asked 
officials of the foundation to delay 
their observance until November 27. 
But again official duties prevented 
him from leaving the White House. 
He then suggested a “third Thanks­
giving” at Warm Springs.

Before leaving Washington yester­
day he advised correspondents ac­
companying him that the Far East­
ern situation might require him to 
return at any time although he hop­
ed to stay at Warm Springs until the 
middle of next week.

A' the dinner tonight, he will 
speak extemporaneously.

While at Warm Springs, the Presi­
dent will live at the “Little White 
House” a small white clapboard cot­
tage near the foundation.

Accompanying the President were 
his secretary, Stephen T. Early, Dr. 
Ross T. McIntyre, the White House 
physician, Major-General Edwin M. 
Watson, his military aide, and Basil 
O’Connor, president of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis.

LEADERS LOOK TO SENATE TO 
PIT BACK "TEETH” IN 

CONTROL BILL

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (UP) 
Administrations leaders today looked 
to the Senate to put back into the 
anti-inflation price control legisla­
tion most of its "teeth" which were 
extracted by the House last night 
when it approved a drastically modi­
fied measure.

Before the final 224 to 161 vote, 
a .‘•did Republican front and a sub­
stantial bloc of dissident Democrats 
virtually eliminated regulatory 
features of the bill and wrote their 
own version on Uie. floor. Administra­
tion efforts at compromise were in 
vain.

Three major blows were dealt the 
bill before passage:

1. Elimination of the controversial 
provision to permit the government 
to license businesses in order to 
force compliance with price regula­
tions. Price administrator Leon Hen­
derson claimed this provision was 
the “backbone" of any control pro­
gram.

2. Creation of a five-man board of 
review with power to overrule reg­
ulations laid down by the price ad­
ministrator.

3. Restriction to the government's 
power to buy and sell commodities to 
stimulate production in marginal or 
high-cost industries. The administra­
tion wanted the power to buy and 
sell world commodities in order to

Lava Beds National Monument, 
California

The bloody Modoc War of 1873 
w; s fought here in the arid, volcanic 
bills along the Oregon-C^lifomia 
line. Outnumbered twenty to one, a 
handful of Modoc Indians wage a 
losing, four-month battle for free­
dom against 1.000 Federal soldiers.

The trouble began when the Modoc 
tribe signed its lands over to our 
government in exchange for a reser­
vation. But the reservation they got 
also held their traditional enemies 
the fierce Klamath Indians. Robbed 
and abused by their red-skinned 
neighbors, the Modocs pleaded in vain 
for the promised, private reserva­
tion. In final desperation they fled 
south to their ancient hunting 
grounds and found peace and work 
among friendly settlers there. When 
Federal troops were called out to 
bring them back 53 braves and 7 
squaws retreated farther into the 
rocky, barren, lava strewn area that 
is today a preserve of volcanic and 
archeological relics.

These Lava Beds are a National 
Monument to a restless geologic 
period dating from 35,000,000 B. C. 
up until but 500 years ago. Lava 
tubes and ice-filled caves, many 
marked with pictographs of long lost 
tribes, lie beneath the black lava 
flows and cinder cones scattered ov­
er this 46 000 acre area.

An outstanding feature here is the 
historic Stronghold, a huge semi-cir­

cular, natural trench that Chief 
'Captain Jack" Keintpoos an i his 
braves converted into an almost im­
pregnable fort. Its pagged, fifteen- 
foot ramparts command every ap­
proach up the gentle rise to ifs 
frowning battlements.

We covered in five minutes th 
trail the U. S. Army fought up for 
days. All along the way are remain­
ing mounds and low rock walls the 
soldiers erected for protection as 
they closed in for the kill. The point 
at which the troops dug in before 
launching their final rush is rrurked 
by a high stone breastwork, obvious­
ly constructed during the night by 
men unfamiliar with surrounding 
terrain.

Dawn of April 17th, 1873, saw the 
troops make their last charge. It me, 
no resistance. Reduced to seventeen 
in number, their water supply cut 
off .the Indians had slipped away in 
the night, leaving a lone, toothless 
squaw, too old for further- travel, to 
greet the victorious soldiers.

The hot pursuit that followed 
rounded up the remaining Modocs. 
Captain Jack was held on a charge 
of murdering General Canby, cc-.- 
mander of the Federal force. Captain 
Jack claimed that his own father 
had 'been murdered by whites while 
under a flag of truce and asked tha* 
the white assassins be tried also, ei­
ther by Indian or Government court. 
Hij plea was sternly rejected and the 
Chief went bravely to his death at 
the end of a rope.

General Canby's grave is here 
where he fell, marked by a simple, 
wooden cross, his name and the 
brief details of his passing burned 
into the monument by his men. 
There should also be a monument 
here in honor of Captain Jack, a vic­
tim of an era of violence and misun­
derstanding. a Chief who was fight­
ing merely for the rights of himself 
and his people.
